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Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971  • 

A  little  more  attention  is  being  given  to  the  quality  of  life  and 
1971  has  generally  been  a  year  where  much  more  publicity  has  been  given  to 
the  pollution  aspect  of  this,  heightened  by  a  number  of  dramatic  national  and 
international  incidents  giving  rise  to  hazardous  situations.  Locally  we  have 
some  pollution  from  brickworks  chimney  stack  effluent,  but  water-cpurses  are  in 
a  reasonable  state.  The  catastrophe  that  would  have  descended  on  us  from  the 
third  London  Airport  has  now  been  averted,  probably  due  to  public  awareness  of  he 
facts  and  their  willingness  to  take  action.  Unfortunately,  mass  communication 
media  tend  to  give  emphasis  to  the  more  hair-raising  prophesies  of  doom  concocted 
by  some  individuals  and  this  might  result  in  a  general  reaction  to  regard  all 
warnings  of  coming  problems  with  cynicism  and  treat  them  as  fictional*  Unless 
this  problem  is  treated  seriously  by  each  individual,  in  the  years  to  come 
responsibility  will  have  to  be  transferred  from  the  individual  to  a  more 
authoritarian  type  government  that  will  act  for  the  individual. 

This  responsibility  must  be  taken  across  all  fields  of  activity  from 
mundane  matters  such  as  reducing  the  quantity  of  waste  materials (  buying  by  the 
appearance  of  the  packet  rather  than  its  contents),  acquisition  of  articles  as 
status  symbols  rather  than  their  actual  usefulness,  to  more  esoteric  matters,  as 
the  need  for  large  families. 

On  many  occasions  in  the  past  I  have  mentioned  the  need  for  limiting 
family  size  and  I  make  no  apology  for  stressing  this  again.  Many,  if  not  most, 
of  our  problems  would  be  brought  into  manageable  proportions  if  the  population 
could  be  reduced  or  at  least  stabilised.  There  is  urgent  need  for  a  free  family 
planning  service  to  be  provided  by  the  National  Health  Service. 

By  the  time  this  report  appears  I  anticipate  that  the  government  will  have 
made  known  its  intentions  on  the  reorganisation  of  health  services.  The  Council 
has  already  shown  its  concern  over  the  size  of  community  representation  in  the 
forthcoming  new  larger  district  councils,  and  I  would  like  it  to  consider  this 
aspect  on  the  new  Area  Health  Boards.  This  has  not  been  a  feature  of  the  present 
health  organisation,  but  there  is  an  opportunity  for  more  adequate  public 
representation  in  197^  provided  the  case  for  this  is  properly  put  forward.

The  works  at  Drayton  Parslow,  Great  Horwood,  North  Marston  and  Winslow  are 
row  probably  taking  effluent  in  excess  of  their  design  capacity.  This  fact  has  got 
L3  be  considered  if  and  when  further  extensive  development  in  these  parishes  is 
contemplated.  Fortunately  the  problem  at  Winslow  will  be  solved  once  the  new  Work s 
Extension  Scheme  is  underway.  In  the  smaller  parishes  development  of  even  a  limited 
nature  could  be  classed  as  extensive  when  related  to  the  total  population. 


Nash  and  Whaddon 


During  the  year  the  new  disposal  works  at  Whaddon  was  opened.  This  receives 
effluent  from  the  two  parishes  of  Nash  and  Whaddon.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that 
it  was  1961  when  the  Council  first  contemplated  the  sewering  of  Nash  only.  As  the 
result  of  difficultues  arising  with  the  acquisition  of  a  suitable  site  for  the  works 
it  was  decided  to  sewer  both  Whaddon  and  Nash  with  one  disposal  works  at  Whaddon. 

The  delays  caused  by  early  set-backs  have  undoubtedly  resulted  in  a  better  final 
Scheme.  It  is  fa^  more  satisfactory  to  have  a  few  larger  works  than  many  smaller  ones. 

Newton  Longville 

The  old  disposal  works  at  Newton  Longville  was  finally  done  away  with  during 
the  year  when  the  new  pumping  station,  associated  sewers  and  pumping  main  were 
completed. 

It  was  1963  when  the  first  report  was  prepared  by  Messrs.  D.  Balfour  and  Son. 
Here  again  a  good  solution  to  the  problem  has  been  found  in  that  the  effluent  from 
this,  our  second  largest  parish,  is  now  being  pumped  to  Bletchley.  This  is,  to  my 
mind,  a  better  solution  than  having  an  additional  disposal  works  to  maintain.  The 
old  works  had  been  overloaded  for  many  years  and  treatment  of  the  effluent  had  become 
almost  non-existant .  As  a  result  of  this  the  brook  was  often  heavily  polluted  which 
gave  rise  to  many  complaints  from  the  nearby  industrial  site  and  indeed,  Bletchley. 
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East  and  Botolph  Claydon  and  Winslow  Works  Extension 


Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  preparation  of  this  scheme  and 
Messrs*  D.  Balfour  and  Sons  were  also  instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  a  new 
trunk  sewer  and  pumping  station  to  serve  the  eastern  side  of  Winslow*  This  will 
enable  a  start  to  be  made  in  implementing  the  Winslow  Expansion  Plan* 

B  -  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  normal  weekly  collection  was  maintained  for  most  of  the  year. 
Unfortunately  disruptions  of  the  service  increased  over  previous  years  but  this 
is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  this  service  is  continually  expanding,  the  same 
labour  force  is  employed,  and  the  two  vehicles  are  getting  older.  However,  in 
spite  of  the  problems  I  feel  that  the  public  still  got  a  good  service  from 
the  Council* 

The  benefits  of  having  a  compound  at  Stewkley  Tip  and  the  availability 
of  the  tip  to  the  public  undoubtedly  resulted  in  far  less  indiscriminate  dumping 
during  the  year.  The  tip  was  maintained  to  a  high  standard  and  very  few  complaints 
were  received.  With  the  present  system  of  controlled  tipping,  however,  this  tip 
is  rapidly  being  filled  and  I  feel  that  further  consideration  of  the  matter  will 
have  to  be  given  in  the  near  future. 

Streets  Cleansing  -  Winslow
